LONG DISTANCE PHONE 
TOLLS NOT ABOLISHED 


Minister of Public Works in Charge 
of Telenhones Makes Statement 
Concerning Charges to Farming 
Community—Lewisville Subserib- 
er, Who Has Made Public Com- 
plaint, is answered 


Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister of 
public works, w: yesterday inter- 
iviewed by a representative of the 
Julletin in regard to the complaints 
recently made in the press by one G. 
N. Maunser, of Lewisville, against 
j the rural telephone service of the 
province, 

The facts of that telephone matt 
are simply these,” said the Hon, Mr 
Cushing. “When the service was in- 
itiated the government decided to 
charge the farmers $15 per phone for 
their telephone serv When their 
iarms were situated near any of the 
towns and an exchange not necessa- 
ry, they were to be given the benefit 
of the town exch for this $15. 
“When they lived at a greater dis- 
tance and it was necessary to have an 
exchange they were to be charged a 
toll to cover the switching expense 
and the extra cost of poles and wire 
This toll varies from ten to fifteen 
cents according ‘> the distance, a* 
the charge is on » mileage basis 

“Tt never was intended, nor was it 
promised, that ng distance tolls 
should be abolished for the farming 
community any more than for long | 
distance connection between ousiné 
centres. However, complaints have 
arisen at some points about this, and 
jit would seem that the long distance 
lrates were not everywhere made suf- 
ficiently clear to subseribers by th 
government agent. Generally speak- 
ing these difficulties have been ami- 
cabiy adjusted upon an explanation 
being made to the people, for th 
farming community is fair enough to 
see at this stage of the country’s de- 
velopment that they cannot expect a 
free long distance { 


rvice supplied to 
them. We have treated every person 
wlike in this regard 

No Justice in Complaint. 

“It appears that Mr Maunser as 4 
resident of Lewisville is twenty mil 
or more from Wetaskiwin and his tel- 
ephone is on the second “exchange 
from that point. There would not ap 
pear to be any justice in his claim 
that he should have free telep! , 
services to Wetaskiwin, hi market 
town. The toll he would have to pay 
for communication with Wetaskiwin 
would be just fifteen cents for three 
minutes—the ordinary toll—with five 
cents for each extra minute, The 
are the long distance charges of which 
he complains 

“By using his telephone for the 
usual time he could communicate di- 
rectly with Wetaskiwin people at a 
very small cost, and save himself 
taking u forty mile trip with the re- 
sultant expenses. The point is not 
what Mr. Matinser wanted to know 
from the railway agent at Wetaskiwin, 
but how long the telephone was used 
at each time of comnrunication, He 
complains of being charged sixty 
cents on one occasion; that menuns 
the conversation was kept up for 
twelve minutes Again it was fifty 
cent or # ten minute conversation; 
longer than is usually indulged in 
ver long-distance telephones. 

“This misunderstanding about our 
long-distance service rates has arisen 
it some other points as well, but our 
agents invariably claim that they did 
not give the farmers to understand 
that they would be supplied with a 
long-distance service free. It may be 
that they were not careful énough in 
making our position elear 

‘It must seem that this resident of

New York, Jan, 7—This disappear- 
ance of landlordism in Ireland and 
the creation of a peasant proprietary 
has deen prophesied by Sir Horace

BRITISH POLITICIANS 


Mr. Gardiner’s Vivid Sketches of As- 
quith, Balfour, Churchill, Morley 
and Grey—Brilliant Characteriza- 
tions of These Great Statesmen. 


In his review of Mr. A. G. Gard- 
iner’é remarkable series of pen pic- 
tures, entitled, “Prophets, Priests and 


Kings,” Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M.P., 
says — 
I read these excellent portraits 


while they were passing through the 
pages of the Daily News, and I am 
glad to find them now in a more per- 
manent shape. There have been few 
more brilliant bits of journalism for 
some yeurs, The analysis of charac- 
ter is keen, the decriptions often are 
eloquent, and are always pictur :sue 
and striking. Some passages, indeed, 
have a certain haunting character, 
which belongs only to good literature. 
They remain in the memory, and one 
is glad to return to them, and even 
to return ‘o ‘hem again and agein 
The future catouwcier of our epoch 
will find this volume one of the moat 
useful gides through the mazes of our 
time, and to our most prominent and 
our most complex figures.

Mr, Gardiner pasees drom man to 
man lightly, briefly, trusting to a 
short, incisive and graphic impression 
rather than to prolonged analysis, 
with the result that there are no fewer 
than forty portraits within the narrow 
space of lese than 360 pages. All 1 
can do is to dip here and there into 
such a volume, and extract the pas. 
sages which have struck me most, and 
which seem best to describe the man 
to whom they refer. Very often it 
will be found that even an extract 
so brief throws a light on the whole 
inner life of the man, #0 as to explain 
or present him in some new aspect 
even to those who have known him 
and studied him for a length of time 
Take, for instance, a figure so well 
known as Mr. Balfour; what could be 
better than this deseription of him 
in those moments, not rare in his life, 
and especially since Mr. Chamberlain 
started the tariff freform campaign, 
when he is beset and beleaguered by 
4 whole host of open enemies and 
very dowbting friends? To quote 

“On the platform he is dull and un- 
inspiring, for he has no message fo 
his time; but on the floor of the house 
he ie the incomparable swordsman 
His spirits tise wth the combat. Th: 
worse the case, the more desperate 
the attack, the more formidable Ii 
becomes, Theo fir ot «ack nerveless- 
ness vanishes. Every faculty awakes 
to astonishing activity. He twists and 
turns with diabolical clusiveness A 
dozen swords are at his throat, and, 
lo! he is under the enemy’s guard and 
through them, dealing venomous 
thrusts on every vulnerable point. He 
clouds the issue with the dust of his 
dialectics, and with a sudden flank 
movement changes the whole face of 
the battle. His Gue. weapon of de- 
fence is to attack. If he cannot mect 
the enemy on the ground they hav 
chosen he wheels round to a new 
position, and before they realize that 
he has escaped they are defending 
themselves in t%e rear. There was 
truth as well ar Wvanity in his com- 
plaint that “ae House of Commons 
did not extend ‘his mind.” Parlia- 
ment hss never witnessed so accom- 
plished an irtelle tual gymnast. There 
is only one r to him in these 
days, and I was n@% surprised when 
the Bisnop of Noutwark one day told 
me that Mr. Baultjur had great ad- 
miration for Mr. G. .K. Chesterton. 

l: 

Even more striki g is this passage 
which deals with that still unsolved 
enigma—one of the most insoluble of 
our time: What will be Mr. Balfour’s 
future? Mr, Gardiner says of him:— 

“He retains the titular leadership; 
but the army has passed him by. It 
has gone over—horse, foot and artil- 
lery—to a new idea. It openly scoffs 
at him. It distrusts his lukewarm 
surrender, Its most powerful voices in 
the press have called repeatedly for 
his deposition. He is without a pol- 
icy, without a following, without a 
purpose. He has nothing but for a 
crown, It is the erown of Richard 
the Second, His party only await the 
adyent of Henry Bolingbroke.”

Mr. Balfour naturally suggests that 
other and very different figure which 
is now constantly opposed to him and 
has succeeded to the place from which 
he has been expelled—Mr. Asquith. 
It is high testimony to the impartia- 
lity and geniality of these portreits 
that, though they come from the pen 
of the editor of the Daily News—not 
an organ conspicuous for lax or flex- 
ible views—the writer is as just to 
political foes as to political triends 
If anything, the sketch of Mr. As- 
quith is less sympathetic than that of 


Mr. Balfour, though nobody can 
doubt which of the two attracts Mr 
Gardiner the more as a_ politician. 
Here is Mr. Gardiner on Mr. As- 
quith’s oratory: 

“He creates confidence and carrics 
conviction; but he does not inspire 
men with great passions His elo- 


quence keeps to the solid earth; it 
does not fly with wings. Tt assures 
you victory; but it denies you adven 


ture. it is a favorite saying of Lord 
Morley that ‘great thoughts spring 
from the heart.” Mr. Asquith does 


not utter great thoughts No Balliol 
man of the Jowett tradition does. Th 
Balliol man distrusts ‘great thoughts,’ 
even if it thinks them It believes 
they come from weak minds and soft 
hearts, from zealous persons with 
good emotions, but defective  intel- 


lects. Balliol, in fact, is really atro- 
phy of the heart It is exhaustion of 
the emotions It has produced the 


finest menta! machines of this genera 
tion; but they are sometimes cold and 
cheerless. They lack atmosphere and 
the humanities They have none of 
our frailties. They are intellectual 
ublimities beneath whose huge legs 
we creep, ‘peeping about to find our- 
dishonorable We ad- 


selves graves 

mire them, we respect them We 

do not love them; for we feel that 

they would be insulted by the offer 

of so irrational a thing as lov: ; ;

I make a big leap from these two 
middlesaged and long-known figures 
on the political stage to that youthful 
and abounding creature who has re- 
cently rushed .to the forefront—the 
daring youth whom Mr. H. W. Lucey 
once characterized as the lion whelp 
ff the ministry—Mr,. Winston Chureh- 
ili. I have often tried to describe my- 
self that extraordinary being, but I 
confess that | never even approached 
anything like this passage as an anal- 
ysis and a description of his strange 
t which I 


and disturbing personality y 
find in the pages of Mr. Gardiner’s 
book : 

“He is extraordinarily youthful 


even for his years. He has the curi- 
osity and animation of a child—a 
child in fairyland, a child consumed 
with the thirst for life, He must 
know all, taste all, devour all. He is 
drunk with the wonder and the fasci- 


nation of living. A talk with him i 
is exhilarating as‘ a gallop across 
country, so full is it of adventure and 


of the high spirits’ and eagerness of 
youth, No matter what the subject 
soldiering or science, religion or liter- 
ature, he plunges into it with the joy 
of a boy taking a ‘header’ in the sea 
And to the insatiable curiosity and 
the enthusiasm of the child he joins 
the frahkness of “the child. He has 
no reserves and no shams. He takes 
you, as it were, by the arm on the 
instant, and makes you free of all the 
domain of his mind.”

This is very vivid and very true. 't 
is naturally sueeeeded by another 
note—a note of disquictude, which oe- 
curs to everybody who studies Win- 
ston Churchill and who speculates in 
his future, I quote the following pas- 
sage as an excellent expression of that 
curious suggestion of apprehension 
ind disquietude which Winston al- 
ways gives—it may be because one ‘+ 
haunted by the meteone and_ tragic 


career of his brilliant and ill-fated 
father: 

“Has he staying power? Can one 
who has devoured life with such fe- 


verish haste retain his zest to the end 
of the Yeast? How will forty find him? 
—that fatal forty when the youth 9 
rose\ight and romance has faded inte 
the light of common day and’ the hor- 
izon of life has shrunk incaleulably 
and when the flagg'ng spirit no longer 
answ rs to the spur of external things 
but ovust find its motive and energy 
fiom within, or find then not at all. 
“That is the question that gives us 
pause. For, with all his rare quali- 
ties, Mr, Churchill is the type of ‘the 
gentl. nan of fortune.” He is out for 
adveniure. He follows polities as he 
would follow the hounds. He has nm 
animus against the fox; but he wants 
to be in ‘at the kill.’ It is recorded 
that when, a fiery-headed boy at Har- 
row, he was asked what profession he 
thought of taking up, he replied, ‘The 
army, of course, so long as there is 
any fighting to be had. When that’s 
over, I shall have a shot at politics.’ 
He is still the Harrow boy, having 
his ‘shot at politics’—not much 
concerned about who the enemy may 
be or about the merits of the quarrel 
as about being in thick of the 
fight and having a good time. With 
the facility of the Churchill mind he 
feels the pulse of Liberalism with as- 
tonishing sureness, and itterprets ‘t 
with extraordinary ability. But the 
sense of high purpose is not yet ap- 
apparent through the fieree joy of bat- 
tle that possesses him. The passion 
for humanity, the stern resolve to se+ 
justice done though the heavens fall 
end he be buried in the ruins, th 
surrender of himself to the cause— 
these things have yet to come. Hi+ 
eye is less on the fixed stars than on 
the wayward meteors of the night 
And when the exhilaration of youth

Ing as it might be, appealed to a very 
eminent literary woman to come to 
the rescue of the Tit And the 
Times hes had te ¢ ®t on several 
subjects besides women’s euff ‘age, 
and it has found it quite worth its 
while to do so. Mrs Humphry Ward 
wrote an extremely amusing letter, | 
in which she pointed out that the 


best arguments for men to use against 
giving the suffrage to women, wer 
the political ignoranc of women, 
their restriction to their own cffairs, 
their narrow outlook on life 

“Now Mrs. Humphry Ward is one of 
the most able public. women in Lon- 
don. Mrs. Ward has enlarged thé 
whole sphere of her national life by 
inventing the ‘vacation school,’ which 
no man apparently had ever thought 
of, and which is going to be, in the 
future, really the only important part 
of school life. 

“She did that by an extremely able 


piece of public organization, by 
which she eventually imposed her 
ideas on the whole of London. Well, 


Mrs. Humphry Ward quite cleariy 
cannot have meant seriously that wo- 
men were incapable of public affairs 
The question is: What did she mean, 
and what was she doing? 

“T will tell you. She was getting 
at my sex. Every single thing in that 
letter that Mrs. Ward said about wo- 
men was equelly true of men; and I 
am bound to say that the letter mad: 
such wan impression on me that I 
began seriously to consider whethe: 
I had anv right to advocate the ex-

WORLD'S BIGGEST TUNNEL. 


to Dig Longest Hole—gFour- 
teen Mile of It. Ba 


St. Petersburg, Jan, &—Ruasia is 
on the eve of undertaking the con- 
struction of the longest and most diffi- 
cult tunnel eutting in the world. It 
will be twentyone verts, or more than 
fourteen miles long, exceeding in 
length by two miles the Simpien tun- 
nel, at present the longest in history. 

The Russian tunnel is to be eut be- 
tween Viadikavkaz and Tiflis, in’ the 
mountains of Northern Caucasus. 
Part of the road, which is 130 miles 
long, aseends to an altitude of 8,000 
feet ,and consequently is impassable 


Russia 


for a great part of every year. It is 
estimated that the tunnel will cost 
$30,000,000 and that the work — will 


take ten years. 

The tunnel will be of enormous com- 
mercial and strategic value, as it will 
afford a short cut to Persia and the 
Asiatie frontier of Turkey. ‘Tiflis is 
the capital “of Trans-Caucasia. 


FORMOSA GARRISON WIPED OUT. 


Aborigines Fell on Japanese Post and 
Butchered Every Man. 


Vancouver, Jan, 8.—In @he recent 
fighting between the Japanese and the 
aborigines of Formosa, a whole garri- 
son of Japanese soldiers were mas- 
sacred on the east coast of the island 
The Japanese advices by the ‘Mont- 
eagle state that the Formosans plott- 
ed an insurrection and attacked the 
regular foree at Aiyu and their fate 
has not yet ‘been definitely ascertain- 
ed, but it is believed that they were 
all butchered. The insurgents were 


in great force, for they surrounded 
and cheeked the advance of a de- 
tachment going t¢ the relief of the 


Aiyu soldiers, 

Drastic reprisals are proposed and 
a big division of troops, ineluding ar- 
tiller yand infantry, have ‘been sent 
to the scene of the disaster. 

Distress in Turkey. 

Constantinople, Jan. 9.-—The distress in 
Anatolia, because of the failure of the 
crops, has reached an acute phase in the 
{district s of Erzeroum, Yougad, Ka ioh, 
and Mardin. Hundreds of persons are se 
tuallyy starving. The population are with 
out means o fobtaining food and fs»!

San Francisco, Jan, 8.—Judge Wil- 
liam P. Lawlor today set tomorrow 
as the time for deciding the length of 
time to be given for the settlement of 
the bill of exceptions in the case of 
Abraham Ruet, sentenced to fourteen 
years in San Quentin penitentiary for 
bribery.
